Dear Editor 


Last week, whilst walking along one of the main 
pathways in the Village with my baby son I had a 
very unpleasant experience. A large dog came 
bounding towards us and before I knew what was 
happening he had his head inside the pushchair, 
just inches from my son's face. 

I was naturally terrified and pulled him off as 
quickly as I could, by which time the dog's owner 
arrived and took the dog aside. 

I was appalled at what had happened and told the 
dog's owner that I thought his dog should be on a 
lead. He showed no concem for my son's health (he 
was unharmed, thankfully) and could see no reason 
for "spoiling his dog's fun". 

I have absolutely nothing against dogs running 
free in open spaces, but I find it very upsetting to 
think that a large dog could be allowed to threaten 
a young baby in this way. 

I believe dogs should be on a lead at all times 
along a public footpath, with their owners in full 
control of them. On this occasion, apart from con- 
siderable distress to mvself, no harm was done, but 
who knows what could have happened?
